Maysville, Georgia-- Whoever thinks that 
motorcycle riding reserves have to be 
noisy, unecological or lacking in comm- 
unity support should have been here last 
week for the opening of Dixie Cycle 
Park, '*'Bulldozer,spare that tree! was 
the watchword by which Dixie Cycle 
Park was created and the construction 
of a pond, grassy slopes and a fine, 
rough motocross course added to, rather 
than disrupted the forest in North Geor- 
gia where the new cycle park sits. 

Whereas a nearby motocross park 
was shut down after its first event due 
to protesting neighbors (who claimed 
they could hear the wide-open exhaust 
noise a mile and a half away), Dixie 
Park has the full support of the nei- 
ghboring communities of Maysville,Co- 
mmerce and Homer. Mayors of the 
three towns attended the opening event, 
watched the races, listened to them and 
wished the park management every suc- 
cess. The difference is that Dixie requi- 
res silencers on all the motorcycles; 
the other parks did not. 

Even Georgia's U,S, Congressman 
William Stuckey, who made a brief 
appearance, was emboldened to admit 
that he has long enjoyed the services 
of a 350 Honda, It’s that kind of a

Maysville happened to be having a 
little shindig they call their ‘Fall Leaf 
Festival" on the weekend that Dixie 
Cycle Park opened and the 800 or so 
motorcycle fans who came totown helped 
to make it the biggest success ever. 
The Chamber of Commerce was grate- 
ful. A few local residents had voiced 
complaints while the park was a- building 
that they feared it would bring too many 
changes to the town. They thought of 
Hells Angels, dust, noise, hippies. I 
didn't hear any such talk afterwards. The 
town’s porches were buzzing with bench 
racing. *Didja see that ol’ boy go rump- 
over breakfast when he made that jump?” 
Yeah but what about them fellers stuck 
in the mudholes like bulls in a wallerl.. 

The opening of Dixie Cycle Park had 
a few hints of things to come in this 
garden spot of motorcycling: European 
Gordon Bowden flung his Sprite to some 
incredible lengths in the motocross. 
Modern facilities nestled among the pine, 
hickory and dogwood trees. Shade, a good 
sound system and ample refreshments 
made the occasion a plesant one for all. 

As one of the directors of Dixie 
Cycle Park, I am quite gratified by all 
this. It is something I have been trying 
to convince motorcycle track owners 
to do for some fifteen years with no 
Success. They all say that they'd like 
to spruce up their facilities and tone 
down the annoyances, but can't afford 
the cost. Actually DCP was brought 
into being for very little money in a 
little over a year’s time. It only att- 
racted a-small number of people for 
its maiden event, but it paid a $1,500 
purse to the professional racers, award- 
ed some very nice trophies to the amat- 
eurs and purchased about a million 
dollars worth of good willtoward motor- 
cycling. 

By that time the grass we've planted 
on the motocross course should have 
taken root well enough to hold another 
big race. And the ducks should be well 
accustomed to the pond. Unlike their 
fellow feathered friends at Ascot Park 
in California, they'll never be deaf 
ducks. Dixie Cycle Park is out to prove 
that nature and motorcycles don't have 
to be in conflict with each other.

A few weeks ago I wrote a column 
which unfortunately appeared without 
the stock column head, and was thus 
assumed to be a news story by many 
readers. The subject of the column was 
District 37 and democracy.

When a writer has to say “That is not 
what I meant,” he may take himself off 
the hook for whatever his critics

When I went to that fateful Sports 
Committee meeting, I had no 
assignment, and no intention in this 
world of reporting anything that 
happened to anyone except my fellow 
club members. I took no notes. The 
only thing my club was going to be 
interested in was whether or not they

I was doing a piece on the AMA and 
had an appointment with Pete to check 
out some facts. At that time Evel was 
getting ready for the Grand Canyon 
jump and Triumph was his sponosr. 
Naturally, the conversation got around 
to the bikes being prepared and Pete 
said, 'He's fantastic. He sat here talking 
to me about that jump. I know he can't 
jump that Canyon, but you know what? 
He's got me believing he can!" 

Well, the Snake jump is getting 
nearer. Haven't heard anyone of Evel's 
fellow jumpers saying if he does it, 
they'll do it too to show it's not that 
hard, have you? 

Found a place to go trailing the other 
day, still open even with the ordinances 
in effect, on land owned by a very 
understanding gentleman. He lets the 
bikes go in and play and the area will 
remain open as long as no one breaks 
any laws, like riding a dirt bike over to 
the local pop shop, mufflers are 
required and no horsing around. There's 
even a sign asking for this plus no riding 
in the parking lot. One young gentleman 
on a little bike carrying CMC plates was 
demonstrating his wheelie techniques 
for the peasants (there’s one in every 
crowd) but the owner wants the bikers 
to police themselves so if he hadn’t 
finally stopped it, there was a move 
under way to grab him by the shirt 
front and separate him from his bike in 
a hurry. Nope, not going to tell where 
it’s at, either. The last time off-the-road 
spots were published they all got so 
crowded that it wasn’t long before the 
big crackdown came and we were all run 
out. So if youknow of one of these little 
gems, “keep anyone informed you- see 


were going to be able to hold a club run, 
and I could remember the answer to 
that one! It was pretty cut and dried: 
they weren’t. Later, at the coffee shop, 
listening to Mike Hinshaw and some of 
the other officers, I began to get the 
idea that maybe it wasn’t quite so cut 
and dried after all.

The similarities between our State and 
National laws, the excessive penalties, 
the workings of committees, the 
uncontrollable Congress, апа {һе 
District's workings were so great I didn't 
think it was necessary to bludgeon it to 
death with prose. і 

I blundered badly. I had not 
reckoned on the passion with which 
various people viewed the subject of my 
civics model. The people who called and 
wrote weren't interested in democracy, 
or whether it paralleled anything, or 
whether it was good for the District, or 
any. other such airy concerns. They read

Thc car drivers don't take 
any guff from each other and if you 
want to read a very interesting look into 
the world of what the big boys are like, 
read Mario Andretti’s book “‘What’s It 
Like Out There?” It comes in pocket 
form and is fascinating. 

If I had the chance of being chased 
down a track by Parnelli or A.J. I think 
I'd rather be chased by Parnelli, but if 
the two of them were back there, I'd 
quit! 

The European motocross riders aren’t 
above exchanging a couple of rounds 
now and again either when someone 
over steps the bounds of sportsmanlike 
riding and at one time a certain World 
Champion had a price on his head of a 
nice size payable by one rider to anyone 
who could put said Champion right on 
his buns. Sorry, can’t tell who, that’s 
one of my privileged information 
stories, but it's true!

LIVERMORE, CAL., Nov. 28, 1971 — 
After sweeping last week’s Trans-AMA 
event at Puyallup, Wash., the Suzuki 
team of Roger DeCoster, Joel Robert 
and Sylvain Geboers appeared to be out 
doing it again today at Carnegie Cycle 
Park, but only DeCoster lasted all three 
motos and convincingly won the 
International event before an estimated 
10,000. 

The Suzuki woes began in the second 
moto after the initial round and gone to 
Robert, Geboers and DeCoster 
respectively. Roger gained the point 
immediately with Robert right on his 
rear wheel for the first few laps. Then, 
suddenly, Joel disappeared from the 
track. Weak shocks forced him out and 
Geboers took over with Adolf Weil 
(Mai) third and Willi Bauer (Mai) fourth. 

As DeCostercontinued to stretch out 
his lead in the late stages of the 
30-minute moto, England's Andy 
Roberton, who finished sixth in the first 
round, snuck his Husky into fourth slot 
past Bauer, and then third past Weil 
where he finally finished. 

The final round also brought troubles 
for Suzuki as Geboers was forced to 
Spectate the last half of the race at the 
base of the hills while his mechanics 
tried figuring out what to do. Sylvain 
had been running fourth at the time 
with Robert in first. Two laps after 
Geboers dropped out, DeCoster zapped 
Robert and the race was on against the 
clock as Robert's machine began to dip 
off the pace. Weil got by but the World 
250cc Champ rallied back to second 
soon after and held it for five laps until 
the rallying Roberton scurried by and 
went on to take second. Robert, again 
found himself being pressured by Weil 
and the Maico finally got by for good 
with still a third of the event left. 
Robert back off the pace and began 
conserving the machine so he could 
finish, as he did, good enough for fourth 
overall ahead of teammate Geboers in

fifth. 

The moto breakdown’s quickly 
showed that Weil had accumulated a 
narrow victory over Roberton in the 
race for runner-up honors, but 
re-examination showed the pair actually 
tied and with Roberton’s second in the 
final round, Weil should drop to third 
overall; this is unofficial. 

While the European Suzuki riders had 
troubles, so did America’s John DeSoto 
and Russ Darnell. The Flyin’ Hawaiian 
dialed his throttle on wide open in the 
first moto and was first Yank across in 
ninth. The next round found his 
troubles beginning and he lost two 
positions when the checkered flew. The 
problems weren’t corrected in time and 
DeSoto was forced to view the final race 
from the lap-counters’ stands. 

Darnell, likewise, couldn’t find the 
combination that keeps the bike 
competitive and it ended with Russ 
finishing in the points in only the final 
race of the day. 

With DeSoto out, the Top American 
honors fell into the lap of Mark 
Blackwell, who trailed DeSoto by a 
mere one point going into the final race 
of the day based upon a 12th and ninth. 
In this, Blackwell got another of his 
“fair” starts and preceded to work his 
way from 16th to finish eighth, listing 
him 11th overall at the tabulation. 

Suzukis weren’t the only machines to 
succumb to the rapid pace. Vic

West Germain Maico „1 Werner 
Schutz signed up for the 250cc National 
class and smoked the American foes 
who have previously dominated the 
class. 

In the first face-off, Gary Chaplin 
tucked into the lead and led for a great 
portion of the race but he tired of the 
pace and Werner kept right on pushing 
and got by to win by a good margin. 

The second time out, Schutz got the 
lead from the snap of the rubber band 
and was never headed. Chaplin gave 
chase for the first half but his rear wheel 
suddenly seized up and the cause was 
about half-a-dozen spokes having 
snapped. While Chaplin carted his Maico 
back to the pits, another Maico took up 
the charge for second, this being ridden 
by Jim Wicks, last week’s 250cc winner. 
The lead was too great, however, and 
Werner won by a wide margin. 

The final was a different story, 
however. Schutz again got the early 
lead but Wicks was hot on his exhaust 
pipe, as was Chaplin, Ron DeSoto (CZ) 
and Doug Grant (AJS). Grant, who 
finished fifth and third in the first two, 
began to push hard and took over 
fourth when DeSoto dropped out with 
mechanical problems. 

Schutz continued to lead but the gap 
began to narrow as the race became of 
age and with three laps remaining, Wicks 
finally succeeded in skipping by. 
Chaplin, by this time, had dropped a bit 
off the pace allowing Grant into third 
and the five-minute sign appeared with 
Wicks leading, Schutz second and Grant 
a tight third. Then, Grant got his 


opening when Schutz banged into a 
rider he was lapping and went down. 
Grant took over second and Schutz 
recovered in time to retain third. Time 
ran out and that’s how they finished. 
Overall, Schutz garnered top honors 
with Wicks a fine second. Grant snuck 
in for third and edged out Chaplin.

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Hart, Schutz Share Ontario Turkey ‘Cross

ONTARIO, CAL., Nov. 25, 1971 — 
Suppose they gave a Thanksgiving Day 
Motocross at Ontario Motor Speedway 
and nobody came? A good turnout of 
name riders raced in two classes for a 
$3000 purse in front of sparsely 
occupied grandstands. Many watchers 
left early to go home and chow down 
when it became apparent that the show 
would last far longer than the promised 
2 p.m. finale. Among the hardier 
spectators were John DeSoto, Bryan 
Kenney, and Texas racer-motopreneur 
Bill Kasson. 

In.a convincing testimonial to the 
durability of European riders, Werner 
Schutz raced for a total of two hours 
aboard his 250 and 400 Maicos. Werner 
finished first overall in the Open class 
and third in the 250's. A third moto 
spill that bent his shifter prevented him 
from winning all three 250 races. 

Tim Hart scored top loot with a trio 
of seconds behind Schutz and DeWayne 
Jones. Hart led Schutz for 17 minutes 
of the second moto, but couldn't 
maintain the advantage when the speedy 
German made his move. Peter Lamppu 
(Mon), Ron Stockman (CZ), and 
DeWayne Jones (Yam) swapped places 
behind the leaders. 

Jim O’Neal enjoyed a slight lead in 
the race for fourth with Lamppu in the 
middle moto. As the pair approached 
the small jump, O’Neal’s top triple 
clamp broke and his forks separated 
from the rest of the machine. Both 
riders went down in a jarring crash, but 
Lamppu was able to remount and pick 
up the position. O'Neal was badly 
shaken by the sudden spill and the sight 
of his dismembered motorcycle. On 
each tour, the remainder of the 250 
pack nervously eyed the broken 
Rickman lying alongside the track. 

DeWayne Jones, inspired by a good 
start, led the third moto almost all the 
way. Hart’s Maico pushed Jones early in 
the heat to offer token resistance to the 
Yamaha rider’s position after Schutz 
bowed out suddenly in a cloud of dust. 
Bryar Holcomb had a good shot at the 
leaders on the first moto until his motor 
soured. Ron DeSoto rode most of the 
second heat with a flat tire. 

Tim Hart was also scheduled to 
compete in the Open class, but his 
scooter quit running in the premier 
moto. If Tim had been able to continue 
with the same verve he displayed in the 
250's, the big bore outcome would have 
been even more uncertain. Tore 
Jonsson, Mark Blackwell, and Schutz 
each won a moto. ‘Blackwell, top 
Americanto date in the Trans-AMAs,rode 
an impressive second moto. Schutz 


made an attempt to pass Mark's Husky 
on the final moto. Schutz made an 
attempt to pass Mark's Husky on the 
final lap, but quickly decided to settle 
for second rather than chance a mistake 
that would allow third place Mike 
Runyard past. Bryar Holcomb rode in 
Blackwell's shadow for several laps, but

Tore 
Jonsson won the third moto handily, 
displaying the same equanimity that 
carried Schutz and Blackwell to their 
victories. Blackwell appeared” to be 
ready to challenge Schutz’s lead in the 
first race.

Ontario Motor Speedway plans to 
make the Thanksgiving Day motocross 
an annual event. Starting in 1972 it will 
be the final event in a four-race point 
series. There will also probably be a ‘72 
Trans-AMA at OMS. If the promoters 
plan to have a successful motocross 
season next year, they will have to 
solicit and train scorers before the races 
start.

LAS VEGAS, NEV,, Nov. 27, 1971 — 
J-N. Roberts, riding 170 miles of desert 
in a little over four hours with 26 
stitches holding his face together, was 
officially declared a legend by desert 
racers everywhere as he won the San 
Gabriel Valley’s fifth Barstow-to-Vegas

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Slo-Pokes’ Enduro: Greasy 


By Ron Schneiders 


FOUT SPRINGS, CAL., Nov. 28, 1971 
— Last year when the Napa Slo-Pokes 
tried to host their annual enduro, the 
U.S. Forest Service hassled them 
unmercifully, and finally cancelled the 
event mere hours before the start. In 
typical bureaucratic fashion, the person 
responsible for this was unreachable, 
but apparently the article that we wrote 
about it or some of the letters. of angry 
riders did reach somebody because we 
are very happy to report that relations 
between the Forest Service and the 
Slo-Pokes have improved 100% this 
year. Their run was put on with a very 
minimum of interference. 

The Forest Service even sent a young 


` ranger down to spend a couple days 


with the club while they were laying out 
the event and provided him with a small 
bike to ride. It’s not completely clear 
just what his superiors told him he’d be 
doing however, because he arrived 
without boots, gloves, jacket, or any of 
the rest of the paraphenalia that the 
trail rider needs to survive. The 
Slo-Pokes fixed him up with some gear 
however, and he spent a couple 
enjoyable days looking over the course 
on a motorcycle, He might even become 
a convert. It was certainly a vast 
improvement over last year, anyway. 

The club had two courses set up, as is 
common in the north: one for wet 
weather and one for dry. Since the 
weatherman forecasted blue skies and 
sun for the day and it wasn’t raining at 
the start, the club used the dry course, 
which was alright for the first 600 
riders, but it didn’t work out very well 
for the last 150 or so. It started raining 
in the middle of the afternoon. 

The morning section was just about 
the same for all the riders: a nice trail 
ride with only a couple of problem areas

to separate the amateurs from the pros. 
One such was a huge log that had to be 
crossed. No problem, but the people 
that waited in line for someone to help 
them lift their scooter over, lost some 
time. 

Next there was a place where the trail 
had been washed out for a distance of 
about 15 feet and it was necessary to 
traverse the very steep slope quite 
carefully to avoid winding up down in 
the gulch. Quite a few riders elected to 
push their bikes, having insufficient 
faith in their riding skill. For them it 
was a lot of work; for the others, it was 


just a couple of quick gulps to stiffle the’ 


rising fear, and then they were past it. 

We climbed Cracker Box Ridge, 
which is a mile-long hill climb full of 
deep ruts and other nasties. It’s what 
you might call a rider’s hillclimb rather 
than a horsepower hillclimb. You have 
to stand on the pegs and pick your way 
rather carefully but most any bike will 
make it if you can stay aboard. It’s a lot 
of fun to see if you can do it without a 
dab. They used this same hill in the Jack 
Hammer Enduro last month. Just before 
we got to Cracker Box Ridge, there was 
a mile-long rocky trail that was very 
muddy and slippery from recent rains, 
another trials rider’s delight. 

Up until now the run was about the 
same for everyone, which is to say fairly 
easy. For the majority of riders the 
afternoon section was also easy and 
some of the early-number riders were 
heard griping that it was, in fact, too 
easy. I can’t comment on that because I 
was in the last bunch and it started 
raining not long after I left the noon 
check. The first effect of the rain was to 
turn an ordinary dirt road into an eerie 
riding experience. The road surface was 
kind of a mahogany clay, mildly rutted. 
The rain greased it and made it possible 
to slide from one rut to another almost 
unnoticed. The sensation was exactly 
the same as a flat rear tire and I stopped 
twice, convinced that it was, but 
fortunately it wasn’t. 

About 20 miles out we got to a very 
long, very greasy downhill. Riders were 
lined up single file and the guy at the 
head of the line was bull-dogging a 
Hodaka down the trail. Finally we got 
to the bottom, crossed a creek and 
started up the other side. 

The other side was a steep muddy 
hill, at least a mile long, that had been 
churned to froth by the previous 600 
riders. The rain was now turning it into 
an oily soup. The hill actually went up 
in a series of steep pitches, separated by 
a few feet of ridable ground. I charged 
at the first pitch, looped my bike 
violently about 25 yards up and tried 
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again, more carefully. This time I didn’t 
loop; I just hit a very slippery spot and 
fell flat. The next time I looped it again. 
I landed on my feet, and skied 30 feet 
down the hill on the soles of my boots. 
It was really slick. The next time I made 
it to the first plateau and in subsequent 
tries | made it about % of the way up 
the mile long hill, but it took about 12 
or 14 tries. 

Finally, I got to a spot where, try as I 
might, I couldn’t get any farther. After 
resting a moment, I teamed up with a 
couple other guys and we pushed the 
three bikes, 25 yards at a time, up to 
where we could ride them out. One of 
our impromptu team had bad luck. Just 
as we got his bike to where he could 
ride it out, he broke a timing chain and 
had to abandon the bike and ride out 
with his friend. It took us at least an 
hour to get the three bikes up that 
section. When we finally made it to the 
top, there were probably 75 guys still 
trying to make it up. 

By the time we got to the top it was 
already getting dark and we still had 30 
miles to go. The road was climbing and 
it had started to snow. Before very long 
we were high enough that there was 
about two inches of snow on the ground 





and we were being assaulted by a 
mixture of freezing cold rain, snow, 
sleet, hail and soupy mud which was 
being thrown up by our tires. It was 
very difficult to see because of this 
muck coated your goggles as fast you 
cleaned them. 

Near the top we passed two groups 
who had given up and were preparing to 
spend the night, One pair had gathered 
some wood to start a fire but it was so 
wet I didn’t think they could get it 
burning with five gallons of gas and a 
pound of blasting powder! 

I wasn’t about to spend the night up 
there as long as my engine was running 
but I was beginning to get very 
concerned. My wet hands and feet were 
awfully cold and it was getting dark. 
Mercifully, it didn't take too long to get 
down lower but our troubles weren't 
over. The Slo-Pokes had saved some of 
their best trail for this part of the run 
and we kept running into giant logs and 
steep downhill pitches that would have 
been nice in the daylight but were 
downright hazardous when you couldn't 
see. By the time I got to the last bike, 
the trail was a black ribbon running up a 
dark grey hill. I charged at it determined 
not to push up any more hills and 
before I knew what was happening, I 
was flying. What a sensation! You don't 
know what's put you in the air or what 
you're going to land on. I landed okay, 
so I kept on going and pretty soon it 
happened again. Finally I figured out 
that I was going over water bars (foot 
high mounds of dirt across the trail) 
that I couldn't see and jumping about 
12 feet with each one. Lady Luck was 
sure riding my pilion on that hill! 

Before we got finished, we had to 
cross a good deep river. I didn't stop to 
measure, but it seemed that the water 
was somewhere up around the cylinder 
fins on my Sachs. It was so dark by that 
time that I couldn't find the trail once I 
was across the river, but a sharp-eyed 
youngster on a Honda came along and 
spotted it. Lots of bikes drowned at 
that river. The last two miles was on the 
road leading into camp. Completely 
dark now, the cars were starting to leave 
and coming towards us. Blinding 
headlights in front, cliff on the side and 
Im so muddy, I'm practically invisible 
against the road. Sure didn't want to get 
center-punched by a pick-up at that 
point. I was frozen and dead beat. 

Naturally after getting into some dry 
clothes, I went over to the Slo-Pokes 
camper to see if they knew there were 
some riders in trouble. They did. 
Fortunately there is a road near the top 
of the hill that could be reached by 
4-wheel drive vehicles. The club sent 
some Jeeps out after the riders who 
couldn’t make it, figuring to walk them 


up. the. hill and. bring them into the

“I like to be competitive,” George 
explains, “but I don't like pain. I want 
to get in there and go fast and finish 
well, but I don't want to break my bike;

“The bike is about 99% important,”

but dependability.” Again he paused 
and thought. "I shouldn't have said 
that," he reflected. “TIl probably break 
everything next week! The other 1% is 
mental condition,” he continued. “It

helps to know that you can win." 

While George may not be the fastest 
man in the desert, he is very competitive 
and reasonably sane. Eddie Crowell of 
Crowell’s Cycle in Hawthorne, said, 
“When I race I try to get right behind 
George Walker. He is fast and always 
finishes well, and I know he isn’t going 
to do anything crazy.”

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George Walker:I try to stay awake. 


George used to be a little wilder than 
he is now. “I rode one Hare and Hound 
where I was out of rear brakes for the 
whole second loop and I was still going 
fast enough to finish fifth overall. That’s 
dumb.” George also remembers a time 
when he “usta’ lay around and drink a 
lot of wine on Saturday nights. I can’t 
afford to give the kids that advantage 
anymore.” ^ 

George thinks that if he could get the 
proper mental condition he could 
probably finish even better than he 
does. "I've tried," he admits, “but I just 
can't get a race-strain on. I sit out there 
on the starting line and everybody else 
is all up-tight and jittery and I just can't 
seem to get all worked up about it. I try 
to stay awake.” 

“I know I can’t outrun J.N. or Thor,” 
George added. “If they get off hard or 
have a real bad day I might be able to, 
but in a heads-up race I can’t do it. I 
know that is the wrong attitude and I'll 
never be able to beat them if I don’t 
think I can, but I just don't think I 
can." 

George says it's kind of sad, but in 
desert racing “you are a hero for one 
week. You finish really well one Sunday 
and everybody crowds around and 
cheers ‘Good old George’ and the next 
week they ask ‘George who?.” 

George says he is going to try to get a 
big race-face on for December 19. That 
is the last race of the season and if he 
breaks anything, including George, he 
will have about three weeks to make 
repairs. 

Take heed, Thor and J.N. That roar 
behind you on the 19th may well be 
George Walker, gone slightly mad for 
once, trying to pass.

Payne, Murray, Campos 
Smoke ’Em at Lions

WILMINGTON, CAL., Nov. 27, 1971 — 
Several thousand drag racing fans were 
out tonight to see the 
Drag/Scoop/Hawk Instruments E.T. 
Bracket Championships. With a turnout 
of more than 400 cars to try for 
national records, it would be a night to 
remember. However, this kind of racing 
would be long and boring if it weren’t 
for the show provided by motorcycles. 

Number one bike in the vanguard was 
the official record holder for both 
elapsed time and top speed in the 
quarter, Boris Murray. All the way from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico came Dave 


. Campos. Bill Chambers’ 96-inch Harley 


and last but not least, riding the Turnip 
Eater, Leo Payne filled the bill. 


The bikes put on a star performance 
with 500-foot burnouts to heat the tire 
up for traction and runs down the 
quarter engulfed in smoke. The crowds’ 
eyes were popping out at the smokiest 
bikes in the west. 


The first round in racing came 
between Campos’ 88-inch Sportster and 
Chambers. Both bikes came out of the 
hole with lots of smoke but no traction. 
Twenty yards out Chambers got 
squirreley and had to shut down. Two 
hundred yards out it was Dave Campos 
out of shape but still hanging in for the 
win with a slow 11.09 at 154.37 to 
Chambers’ 11.48 at 148.76. Boris made 
one solo run turning a slow but smokey 
10.63 and 163.93. 


The way things shaped up it would be 
Murray vs. Campos, and Chambers vs. 
Payne for some side-by-side fun racing. 


First round saw Murray on the 
better-tractioned side, the left, with 
Campos to the very slick right side. 
Some very hot burnouts and then to 
racing. It was evident from the start that 
Boris would run away with the race. 
Boris got some traction at the start, not 
much but enough to pull away and 
easily win a 9.73 at 161+ to 10.79 at 
153. 


Next up were Bill Chambers and Leo 
Payne. Chambers did a smokey burnout 
and, not to be outdone, Payne blasted 
out on the Turnip Eater. But what the 
devil is Payne riding? As it turned out 
Leo’s fuel bike swallowed a valve several 
weeks before but was not together yet. 
What Payne was doing was a high-gear 
burnout on his 83. inch street-legal 
Harley! Clouds of smoke from a moving 
burnout from a street bike is just 
unheard of. And for the topper 
Chambers blew a clutch and Leo Payne 
won the race. 


In the final rounds with Payne alone, 
the show fell to Murray and Campos. 
The second round saw Murray in a wild 
spinning burnout and he had to shut 
down to check out the bike. This left 
Campos to make a lone run. This set up 
the final round with Dave Campos on 
the left with slightly more traction, 
Murray to the right. Campos had the 
race his way as he put away Murray 
witha 10.72 at 154.53 to the La Verne 
champion's 11.31 and 159.01. 


Although it was only fun racing, for 
those of you keeping score, it was 
Campos 2, Murray 1 with 3 for Leo 
Payne.

cops tell me a new law says written 
permission means nothing!

camp. The best estimate was that there 
were about 30 riders stuck, but I had to 
leave before anyone returned so that 
figure could be quite wrong. It’s 
unlikely that there were any more than 
that, however. 

Whether the riders had a fun run 
(early numbers) or had a real test of 
their endurance (late numbers) they 
seemed well satisfied. There were 
however a few technical points that 
could have been a bit better. There was 
only one check (not counting the noon 
check) on the morning section. That’s 
pretty scanty. And there were no cards, 
either denoting the five-mile-check or 
the mileage and key time at the other 
checks. The serious rider needs this info. 

These are small points, but there was 
one goof which should earn them some 
sort of award: They didn’t put the 
starting area on the instruction sheet. 
They did make a point that they were 
going to sell gas and lunch for the 
benefit of the Fout Springs Boys Ranch 
at Fout Springs, the noon stop. The 
seemed to imply that the noon stop and 
the start area were different, since it’s 
hard to sell gas and lunch to a guy that 
has his truck right there. The AMA 
magazine said the start was at Lucerne 
which seemed reasonable. It wasn’t 
there. Somebody in Lucerne said it was 
at Ladoga which seemed reasonable, 
too. It wasn't there either. You guessed 
it. It was Fout Springs but the 
reasoning escapes me.

it as a straight news story which 
criticized people. Some of them thought 
the people needed criticizing and to 
them I was a hero; others felt the 
opposite and to them I was a villian. 
And me? I was beginning to feel like J. 
Alfred Prufrock’s girl friend, continually 
saying “That is not what I meant at all. 
That is not it, at all.” 


To all of you who objected that the 
roll call vote followed the question of 
Open Sundays rather than the Penalty 
Question, I can only say, "you're right." 
I’m sorry. I reported a fact incorrectly. 
In my own defense, I can only say that I 
felt I was constructing an allegory, a 
parable if you will, and I was using what 
I remembered. I didn’t consider it news 
at all (after all by the time it was 
printed it was nearly a month old) and, 
except for a few involved clubs, the 
incident was trivial. It wasn’t even 
worth news space except as a parable. 
Changing the roll call vote to the other 
question really doesn’t change anything 
as far as the parallel between large and 
small democracies is concerned.

Dear Bob: 

First, to try to teach someone to lace 
and true a wheel by text and pictures is 
extremely difficult. It is something that 
| feel should be shown and explained; 
but if | remember correctly, | believe 
that North American Imports once had 
a pamphlet on this, you might drop 
them a line (if | am wrong, | hope they 
forgive me). As for changing a tire fast, 
if you will check your back issue, | had 
a full page devoted to changing of tires. 
If you wish to be able to change them 
fast, only experience will help you here. 
Get an old tire and tube and practice 
R&R until you have it down pat. 
Another way to get some experience 
would be to go to your local dealer and 
offer to change all his tires for free. | am 
sure he would be glad to pass the job on 
and you would have the experience. 

As for timing and tuning an engine as 
the top racers do it, this takes about as 
long to learn as it does to become a top 
racer. This is not something that you 
can be taught, it is something that you 
have to learn. You seem to have a 
preconceived idea that if you read the 
right books and articles you can become

I don't believe in the 11th 
commandment.

But it's also 
fallen on its face in many, many areas. 
It’s become so exclusive it’s almost 
sterile. Come to the District meeting 
and who’s there? Fifty desert clubs and 
two or three TT and motocross clubs. 
No road riding clubs, no trials clubs, no 
real enduro clubs, one road racing club. 
Who represents the thousands of trail 
riding AMA members in our district 
who don’t engage in competition? Why 
is it that some members of some clubs 
can consistently cheat and get away 
with it? Why is it possible that a 
Sportsman Racing Association can form 
right under our very noses by simply 
catering to genuine novices? The 
questions could go on to the bottom of 
the page. 

The District has a bunch of members 
who’ve been in on the nitty gritty of 
things so long they think they have 
some sort of proprietary right to the 
District. They own it. They don’t want 
anyone to rock the boat. Well, there’s at 
least one AMA official who thinks 
District 37 might well be split into four 
districts for the betterment of 
motorcycling in general and Los Angeles 
motorcyclists in particular, and I’m not 
so sure that I don’t agree with him. Do 
you feel the waves, Mr. Sloan? 

At the District meeting Mr. Ron 





an instant winner, this is not the case. If 
you want to become a top rider, it takes 
much practice, lots of midnight oil, 
many disappointments and most of all 
money. | have seen riders with the best 
equipment money can buy that didn't 
even make the program while other 
riders on mediocre equipment take 
home the wins because they got it all 
together. Some racers are born, others 
are made, but the ‘instant racer’ is a 
fairy tale that belongs in a grade 'Z' 
Hollywood movie. This also goes for the 
suspension. Each rider is different, what 
may be right for one is not necessarily 
right for the next. As to how it should 
feel, | would say it should feel like you 
are controlling the machine and not the 
machine controlling you. When you are 
riding as hard as you can, you should 
feel that if you went just a little harder, 
you would still be in control. For 
myself, when | am racing motocross or 
in the desert, when the machine and | 
both wind up going in the same 
direction, | figure it is just a 
coincidence. 

As for the machines used in the 
articles, | don't know about anybody 
else, but in my case it is a matter of 
cooperation from the distributors. Much 
of my articles are done on machines 
brought into my shop by customers, but 
often | have to lean on distributors for a 
particular model to write about. In this 
respect, | can say that | have had 
excellent cooperation from Kawasaki, 
Yamaha and Honda. Max Maxted from 
Norton-Villiers has also offered 
assistance with any of the models that 
they handle although, | have not had 
occasion to lean on him yet, but | know 
that Max’s word is his bond. 

Another thing that hassles the poor 
maintenance writer is what is called 
de-humanization or the big business 
aspect of some of the companies where 
it is such a hassle to get something out 
of them that it is not worth the effort. 
Everybody is afraid to give the OK for 
fear somebody higher up will climb his 
frame so by the time you are done, you 
have been through the whole chain of 
command and it is just not worth it. | 
try to vary my articles as much as

Sloan, whose gift of gab is surpassed 
only by the vacuity of his ideas, 
nicknamed me Mr. Negative. At first I 
was insensed because it wasn’t true.

CL 350 HONDA, 1971 
Dear R.B.: 

I have a CL 350 Honda, 1971 model 
that I want to take down to Baja next 
spring. I want to know that if I have a 
battery failure, is there any way I can 
get an ignition spark direct from the 
alternator to the points and condenser 
to the coil to the spark plug and by pass 
the battery in an emergency. Lights 
would also be nice to have without a 
battery but I would gladly settle just for 
ignition without a battery. 

A REGULAR READER 
To Regular Reader from San Rafel: 

There are many models of capacitor 
ignitions on the market. Check some of 
the ads in Cycle News or in the trade 
magazines. These systems consist mainly 
of a capacitor (condenser) which stores 
the electrical energy put out by the 
alternator until the engine has need of, 
i.e., when the points break for ignition. 
Some are reasonable, some high priced. 
What | would suggest comes under the 
old adage of “An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.” 

You should take every precaution to 
see that your battery does not fail. You 
cannot be guaranteed 100% that it will 
not but you can put the odds in your 
favor by first checking your battery. If 
it has any accumulation of sediment in 
the bottom which indicates that it has 
been sulphating, replace it. Also, inspect 
the cells carefully and note if there are 
strands in it that look like spider webs 
or something. This is the fiberglass 
insulation flaking away, usually due to 
hard usage of the machine, in which 
place it should be replaced. While a 
battery can have both of these things 
and still have a lot of life left in it, don’t 
gamble. ' 

Clean all of your terminals of any 
corrosion that may be present and make 
sure you have good tight connections. 
Then smear them with petroleum jelly, 
never use grease or oil on battery 
terminals. Also check that you have a 
good ground on the machine, some 
bikes are grounded to the frame after it 
has been painted and as such, the paint 
keeps it from having a good solid 
ground. 

Be positive that the battery is 
protected from, vibration or shock 
against the case, besides the rubber pad 
that is under most batteries. Cut some 
large rubber bands from an old inner 
tube and stretch them around the 
battery so it is protected from the sides 
as well. Check the system used for 
holding the battery down solid. If it gets 
to bouncing around, it may give you 
trouble. Most important, check the level 
of the fluid before leaving and top it up 
each morning. This is most important in 
hot weather as much of the-water will 
be lost due to evaporation. As the 
sulpheric acid does not evaporate, you 
do not have to add more electorite 
unless the battery is spilled. Top up 
only with distilled water if available. 

As a last resort, two of the 6 volt 
batteries as used in camping lanterns 
may be wired in series to produce 12 
volts and if the lights or the horn or the 
electric starter are not used, they will 
get you quite a distance in an 
emergency. It is also just common sense 
to carry a number of extra fuses with 
you. 

As for converting to energy transfer 
ignition, this would all depend on the 
phasing of the alternator and while | 
have not experimented on the CL 350 
Honda, | did convert a 160cc Honda to 
operate without battery and have lights. 
But as the coils are DC coils, operating 
them on an AC energy transfer system 
shortens the life considerably. 

There is a system for checking to see 
if your machine will run as an ET 
system before converting it, but it is 
pretty complicated to explain. If 
enough readers are interested, possibly | 
can draw a diagram and have one of the 
staff artists convert it to something that 
you could make heads or tails of as my 
art work leaves much to be desire.
